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About $19.6 billion was spent on maintenance and 
repairs of all types of structures and facilities in 
1960, a small increase over the 1959 total of $19.3 
billion. Changes, by categories, were mixed and 
usually limited. 

The 1960 data for nonfarm residential buildings 
are not strictly comparable with data for earlier 
years because of changes in the method of re- 
porting. For all practical purposes, however, the 
data for 1960 may be used in conjunction with the 
figures for previous years. Data on farm opera- 
tors’ dwellings for 1960 are also not comparable to 
the data for earlier years, which were prepared by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture (USDA). In 
1960, USDA reported maintenance and repair ex- 
penditures of $204 million on farm operators’ 
dwellings (Farm Income Situation, F1S-183, July 
1961). The 1960 data for these two residential se- 
ries, as well as a description of the changes in 
methodology involved, are presented in Bureau of 
the Census, “Residential Alterations and Repairs:

Spending on the maintenance of nonresidential 
buildings continued to exceed $4 billion. Highway 
expenditures increased about $180 million in 1960, 
to $2.6 billion. Maintenance expenditures on public 
utilities as a whole held steady at nearly $2.3 bil- 
lion. Most of the groups in this category had ex- 
penditures equal to or slightly greater than those 
in 1959. Railroad expenditures, however, decreased 
about $50 million.

Except when special surveys are undertaken, as was done during the 1959 steel strike, they do 
not reflect the effects of varying numbers of working days in given months, nor of special conditions influencing the volume of activ- 
ity in any given month, such as unusual weather, materials shortages, overtime, work stoppages, and delays.
